PARTIAL SUN ECLIPSE 


STARTS TODAY AT 
3.42 


The partial eclipse of the sun 
will be visible in Danville this 
afternoon beginning at about 
a quarter to four o'clock and the 
eclipse will have passed by 5:35 
o'clock. The eclipse will be vis- 
ible to the naked eye when the 
maximum Is reached and the ob- 
scuration of the orb will be suffi- 
cient to dull the light of day. 
This wlfl be the first eclip"*; seen 
In this country since 1918 and 
will be the last visible until 1925. 
according to astronomical calcu- 
lations. 
Today's eclipse will be total 
as seen from the Catalina Islands 
and Southern California where 
American scientists have been 
encamped 
for 
several 
weeks 
erecting telescopes, giant cameras 
and other instruments needed by 
astronomers in testing certain 
theories and making a permanent 
record. 
The Einstein theory of 
relativity will be once more put 
to the test and by the eclipse it 
will be sought to determine defi- 
nitely whether or not rays of 
light are matter'and subject to 
the laws of gravitation and if in 
their long journey to the earth 
the rays shoot straight or arc de- 
flected en route by other astral 
bodies. 
The eclipse may be watched 


with ease through a smoked 
glass. 
A fragment of window 
glass If held above the flame of a 
candle will be coated with eoot 
and will thus afford a means of 
watching the creeping shadow of 
the moon over the sun's face 
without dazzling the eye. 


SHADOW TO RACE 
ACROSS NARROW BELrT 
LOS ANGELES. Sept. 9.—The giant 


shadow of the moon racing on a track 
105 miles wide at the rate of 2p miles 
a minute will be witnessed by thou- 
sands of southern Callfornlans on 
rocky Islands off the coast tomorrow , 


Added to the lay watchers are scien- 
tists from America and Europe 
The path of the total eclipse, start- 


ing m the north Pacific, is expected to 
sweep along the west coast of the 
United States, touching the mainland 
only at Point Conception, Santa Bar- 
bara and San D»ego, Cal, the dura- 
tion of the darkening ranging fro-m 
50 seconds at Santa Barbara to tl're<- 
minutes and four seconds at Point 
Conception. 
In ite sweep, however, the shadow 


•siould cross the islands of Santa Cat- 
alma, San Clemente and San Nicholas. 
The first named of these, a popular 
resort was the goal of moat of the 
Southern 
California 
observers. At 


Avalon. "capital" of Santa Catallni, 
two minutes and 58 seconds of eclipse 
was promised There the Yerkes Ob- 
servatory had sent an expedition to 
devote the precious seconds to gath- 
ering astronomical observations avail- 
able onlv when the sun is darkened 
Farther outsat sea.' San Clemente 
was in the center line of the eclipse, 
an dthe Clark observatory had repre- 
sentatives there with three minutes 
ami 34 seconds in which to watch the 
phenomenon 
Less accessible than 
Santa Catalina however. San Clem- 
ente drew but a few of the curious.

Par- 
bara at 12151 p. m. would in just three 
minutes and 23 seconds arriw at Ava- 
lon.

Fog Is Cause 


Twenty-Three Sailors Die in Fatality Near San 


Francisco 
Ships Held Fast Are "Being 


Pounded to Pieces. 


SANTA BARBARA, Sept. 10.—Twenty-three sailors 


dead and 15 injured, seven destroyers of the Pacific squad- 
ron of the battle fleet held fast on the rocks off Point Ar- 
guello light in the Pacific ocean between San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. These are the outstanding consequences 
of the navys major disaster in Pacific waters. 


The injured are being nursed in hospitals here. A 


trainload of survivors is headed for San Diego, the naval 
base, while the seven ships are fast approaching total wrecks 
by the pounding of the surf.

The warships went ashore while cruising from San 


Francisco to San Diego Saturday night after 9 p. m. in a 
fog. 


Mistaken position in relation to the coast line is believed 


to have caused the crash. The destroyers were speeding 
along the shore in single file when they piled up on the 
rocks from 200 to WO yards apart about 300 yards off

Lost in the fog and headed due 


west for the open sea, In the belief 
that they were bound for the main- 
land, two of the Cuba's boats were 
sighted late yesterday by the Reno as 
Khe was speeding- through the iog on 
her annual full power trials. 
Chance 


sighting of the first life boat through 
a rift in the tog was all that saved 
tho Cuba's 111 fated passengers, de- 
clared Commander Berry. He said: 


"We were making 30 
knots 
and 


were scheduled to have passed down 
the inside of the channel, but the fog 
was so thick that I decided to strike 
outside for safety. 


"About 3 o'clock yesterday after- 


noon,' we elg-hted a small boat on our 
beam. 
We thought it was a fishing 


boat at first, but as we dashed by I

with the exception of Captain Hol- 
land, tho purser, steward and eight 
seamen, who remained on board to 
guard a shipment of $2.000,000 In .sil- 
ver bullion. 


Dense fog was tho cause of both 
disasters. 


The destroyers Chauncey, Wood- 


bury, Fuller, S. P. Lee, Nicholas. 
Young and Delphy, were all tcach- 
ed within a few minutes of one an- 
other, according to naval officers. The 
flotilla, of which the wrecked craft 
formed a part, was in commatid of 
Capt. Edward Watson, of the Delphy, 
and was on a practice cruise. 


The dead were all trapped In their 


bunks on the Young when that ves- 
sel struck and were drowned when 
the craft capsized within two minutes 
after striking. 


More than 500 men were rescued 


from the wrecked destroyers, which 
tonight were reported to be pound- 
ing to pieces on the rocks, all total 
losses. 


Of the survivors, 15 of the seriously 


injured were brought to the Santa 
Barbara hospital here. 
One hundred 


others were cut and bruised in their 
sivlrn to safety over the jagged rocks. 
The destroyers were traveling in for- 
mation at 20 knots an hour in a heavy 
sea and dense fog when the leading 
vessel crashed. 


Carried ahead by a strong tide the 
others piled on the beach in succes- 
sion. 
The boats tonight lay in line 


along the shore at Intervals of 250 
feet. One of them, the Chauncey was 
resting high on the rocks.

The Committee on Public Welfare 


Is to recommend unanimously the ap- 
pointment of a commission to study 
Danville's actual needs and once this 
is done, to .submit plans of a building 
and what is perhaps most important 
of all a site for the new building. The 
preparation of plans should not be 
difficult as the city health officer has 
had plans of a building which would 
come within the S20.000 appropria- 
tion which was included in this yea'r's 
budget. The city council is perform- 
ing' its tasks more and more through 
committees and there is every reason 
to believe that a united affirmation on 
the commission plan by the 
Public 


Welfare committee will meet an affir- 
mative response from the council as 
a whole. 


Once this is done the almshouse 


project should not be permitted to He1 


dormant and the appointment of the 
commission by the council commit- 
tee should be undertaken without 
loss of time in order that material 
progress may be made and the pres- 
ent plan carried out to fruition as 
swiftly as possible. 
The almshou?e 


matter has swayed to and fro since 
January or since the time city minis- 
ters went before the council and de- 
picted graphically shortcomings In 
the existing method of dealing with 
tho poor which conditions have not 
been altered In any essential feature 
since that time.
